E-O-O-D for H-E-A-L-T-H 

I suppose that you fifid that the majority of your patients take no 
hought of the kinds of food put into the body, expecting the body by 
ome miracle to extract the necessities from almost usless food in 

any cases, . 

A definition of health is ("A normal condition of body and mind 
with all the parts functioning normally”) to have this we must sup¬ 
ply the body with the right foods so that our bodies chemical plant 
can go to work and change the food so that it can be utilized by the 
body.

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Bven the best of our scientists do not completely understand 
the intricate chemical processes of the body, but we do know enough, 
by study, to eat the foods which the body requires for health, w 

Now to be health minded we do not have to be a faddist, but we 
should eat a well balanced diet so thajr the body can function nor- 
mally. To eat a well balanced diet however we must know which foods 
are essential to health* These foods‘nuBt be composed of the'neces- 
sary elements to replenish the blood, body cells, energy etc* 

You can eat a lunch which will give you added pep and energy 
by 3;00 T clock or you can choose a luncheon that will make you sleepy 
and logy and dull witted by mid-afternoon* 

It was shocking to discover how many of our american boys, who 
were called for duty during World War II were physically or mentally 

Bad teeth, nerves, malnutrition in a land of plenty* 

Why. y°u ask, does this condition exist? Mainly because we have 
not been taught in childhood to eat the right foods# 

We should eat according to the type of work we are doing* for 
instance office workers should not eat heavy food such as a laborer 
would eat# He would find he could not be alert minded on this type 
of meal* 

.An excess of starchy foods may upset the liver, the liver acts 
as distributing agent for the energy factors of the body. It converts 
the results of starch digestion into blood sugar* Body sugar is stored 
in the liver in the form of glycogen* The liver is also concerned with 
the detoxification if some of the end products of starch digestion* 

Thus, in many people, the excessive intake of breads, pastries, 
oerealsand rich deserts may result in a functional upset of the liver. ^ 
Aoid ash foods may reduce vitality, the person who continually 
eats too great a percentage of acid ash foods nay deplete his stock 
of alkaline (base) ash to such an extent that the various otherhody 
processes of acid neutralization are over burdened. 

A shortage of alkaline base materialsmay raise the need for 
more bloody carbonic activity. This particular section of the body 
fatigue--fighting mechanism is called upon for heavier duty* A given 
effort will, therefore call for faster, deeper breathing, perhaps 
even grasping for breaxh* The person raaybecome short winded after 
brief exertion.

Some time ago at the request of Mr. Fred H. Dore, I took 
up with the Department of Labor and Industries the fact that Mr 
X A X X X , a masseur, felt that he and other masseurs should be 
allowed y3*50 per treatment, rather than y3,00 per treatment, 
which the Department has been paying, 

When I was unable to accomplish much by talk and work 
with the Department, Mr. Dore advised me that since he was a member 
Of the State Legislature, he could not represent Mr. X X X as 
his attorney, and thereupon withdrew from the natter. I believe 
he mentioned to me that you would probably be representing M£. 
XXXXXXX* In any event, you called me about the matter several 
days ago, 

I have again reviewed the situation with the Department. 

The medical aid rules and maximum fee schedule covering services 
which the Department is required to provide are set out in regula¬ 
tions adopted by the Department, In the promulgation of these 
rules and maximum fee schedule* the Department has had the close 
cooperation and assistance of the Industrial Insurance Committee 
of the V/ashington State Medical Association. The problem of fixing 
a maximum fee schedule is a ^j t ^gi^g.lt one that cannot he expected 
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to be resolved to the complete satisfaction of each and every indi¬ 
vidual concerned with its application in the State of Washington# 

The Committee and the Department worked for several months in a 
diligent endeavor to promulgate a fee schedule and rules that are 
comperhensive, but not complex and provide a schedule that adequately 
compensates the practitioner who treats injured workmen. It is 
felt that the present schedule comes about as close to doing that 
as possible with all of the factors involved. 

I believe you may be awarfe that’the present schedule 
which became effective June 10, 1953, provides in part as follows; 

"PHYSICAL THERAPY 

Physical therapy administered to single or 
multiple areas by a registered physical 
therapist -.....v4#00 

Physical therapy administered to single or 
multiple areas by other than registered 
physical therapists —............ v3.00 

All heat treatments including shortwave, 
diathermy, whirlpool, etc.#.vl.00 

The Department fehls that it is not possible for it to 
reopen the existing maximum feel schedule for amendment at this 
time. 

It is noted that the y3.50 is Mr^ XXXX’s regular 
charge to private patients arrl that f'3.00 is the amount paid by 
the department for treatments provided under the Workaen’s Compen¬ 
sation Act. This difference does not seem to be greater than the 
reduction which physicians and doctors receive in the fees normally 
charged their , private patients to achieve the rates set out in 
the regulations of the Department. It is general considered that 
the amount of work received under the Workmen’s Compensation Act* 
the certainty of compensation, and other factors justify these 
reduced rates. 

My only suggestion is that Mr.X X X X or yourself 
keep abrest of the Situation and at such time as economic or 
other donditions make it advisable for the regulations governing 
maximum fees he amended, that Mr. I I X X or yourself contact 
the Department and present to it any reasons or evidence which 
you have that would bear upon the fixing of such maximum fees 
as are of interest to you. 


Note to Members;— The state Convention passed a resolution fear 
all Massage Thebnioians to raise the minimum price to C'5.00 as far 

as possible. -Letters and discussion on the above Attorney 

General's Opinion will be acceptable. Send to Mr. Mann or the Editor.
